Severe Shortages of Gasoline and 
Natural Gas by Autumn Are Feared 


Washington, April 23—(AP)— 


The National Petroleum Council 
says a shortage of petroleum pro- 
ducts may become so severe next 
fall and winter that part of the 
Navy's ships will be immobilized 
lor lack of fuel. 


One member even predicts that 


by autumn there will not be enough 
automobile gasoline to go around. 


The reasons are record consump- 


tion of oil—now 5,560,000 barrels 
a day compared with the 1945 war- 
time high of 5,358,000 barrels— 
coupled with shortages of tank 
cars, tankers and steel for pipe 
lines and equipment. 


The council, composed of 85 


leading figures in the petroleum 
and natural gas industry, was es- 
tablished last June to advise the 
interior department's oil and gas 
division. It held its quarterly meet- 
ing here yesterday. 


The council session was closed 


to the public, but Max W. Ball, 
director of the oil and gas divi- 
sion, told reporters later the ques- 
tion of fuel shortages was para- 
mount in the day-Ion discussions. 


"The general feeling was that 


we face a tight situation regard- 
ing petroleum," Ball said. 


"There were varying degrees oi 


opinion, ranging from a somewhat 
tight situation to severe short- 
ages." 


Despite this outlook, Ball said, 


the United States is shipping 2,- 
000,000 barrels of oil a month from 
the Gulf coast to England because 
the British are unable to get 
enough tankers for imports from 
the Middle East.

pto visitors at the museum in the 
Loveland Community House is an 
old plow which is a gift from 
Leonard Andrus of Portland. Ore. 
The donor is a grandson of the 
man of the same name who, ac- 
cording to one story, came to 
JJixon's Ferry in 183-1 and hired 
some Indians to row him up the 
river. 


After going ten miles against 


the current they came to the 
great bend in the river where An- 
drus ordered them to slop. Im- 
pressed with the fertility of the- 
land and the possibility of water 
power, he lak< claim to this new- 
found "paradise" and the site of 
Grand Detour was established. 


Friends Told 


Andrus went back to Vermont 


and New York and told his friends 
and neighbors vvha'. he had found 
and by the next year a little col- 


ony wa- started. 
Tlie.se people 


brought their old cast-iron plows 
to turn the prairie soil but iount 
that the plows would not scour. 


Andrus remembered his neigh- 


bor, 
a blacksmith named John 


Deere, back in the east and sent 
for him to con^e out and help 
solve the problem. Deere worked 
with steel imported from England 
and in 1939 made a plow that 
would 
scour. 
The blacksmith 


would forge it and Andrus would 
smooth it on his grindstone, ^his 
continued for two years when they 
decided to build a factory. 


Early Model 


It is one of the early plows 


which is in the museum. One 
difference from later models is 
that the moldboard and the share 
are forged in one piece. 


The museum is open to the pub- 


lic on Thursday and Friday after- 
noons of each week.

Jones, broke down several times 
during brief testimony.
